The entire establishment 
sheltered 2,500 men. 
And life iii the earth dwellings is 
agreeable, according to all recounts. 
The men in their letters, at least, 
speak of their caves with as much 
teeling as they do of home. Though 
snow and rain beat down without, 
the wind howl and great guns boom, 
the cave is always snug and warm, 
especially if it has been possible to 
gather enough straw for the floor and 
bed, and usually safe. 
So agreeable is life in the cave, in 
’-act, that the little humor contained 
in letters from soldiers at the front is 
nearly always connected with it. 
“I have been in this bomb-proof 
turnout for ten days,” says the letter 
of a German army surgeon. "’Toward 
the front not a house or barn is 
standing. 
There is not a place in 
which we might stable our horses and 
since our ambulances would 
be a 
fine target for the enemy’s artillery, 
we have established our first aid 
station in a roomy cave, about 120 
i feet from the firing line. 
Two pass­ 
ages, cut deep in the earth, give ac­ 
cess to the cave, in which there is 
room for about six wounded in ad­ 
dition to several persons of the san­ 
itary service. 
Close to our cave lie 
the underground villas of the sur­ 
geons and the battalion commander 
and his adjutant, also the club, which 
i*as been named The Thirsty Cave- 
dweller. 
“The inn is a pearl of an institu­ 
tion, suited alike 
for 
summer an i 
winter traffic, and 
recommended to 
people suffering from nerves, ennui, 
super-culture 
and 
sickly 
esthetics 
It is also an excellent cure for alco­ 
holism.

**\Ve are as wet as young dogs, as

We live in caves which 
are now and then destroyed by shells 
of the enemy. When that happens w e 
crawl out like so many rabbits and

siege was threatened, have completed j 
their work. 
The General Confederation of Work­ 
ers alone tent '5.bhp volunteers who 
provided their own digging tools and 
were merely recompensed by a daily 
ration of food. 
Thousands of Bel­ 
gian refugees hunted from their own 
land have also assisted in the work. 
The city now lies in the center of 
an entrenched camp whose diameter j 
is about 60 miles and whose circum- J 
foresee is nearly 200 miles. 
This i * « 
surrounded by row after 
tow* 
o! 
trenches thoroughly covered in w ith .* 
logs and turf through which loopholes \ 
have been left for rifle fire. 
All of, 
them communicate with each other 
and contain traverse banks of earth 
to prevent them being enfiladed by j 
infantry or machine gun fire. 
O u t’ 
beyond them are rifle pits and barlm! 
wire entanglements, placed in posi­ 
tions where an attack might originate. 
Still other precautions have been 
taken in front of the advanced line 
of 
trenches 
bv 
digging 
of 
deep 
ditches whose existence is hidden by 
a light covering of branches and turf, 
making them invisible to approaching 
cavalry, infantry or 
artillery, 
and 
forming veritable traps into which an 
attacking force might fall a prey to 
the defenders’ machine 
guns 
aud 
rifles. 
The approaches to 
the 
trenches 
from the rear consist of subterranean 
galleries which permit I ire reliefs to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men. 
All along this front posts of ob­ 
servation have been established, each 
of which is constantly occupied by at 
least three men provided with power­ 
ful Held glasses and in direct tele­ 
phonic communication 
with 
'head­ 
quarters and with tho artillery batter­ 
ies in the immediate vicinity. 
The 
emplacements of these batteries are 
know ii. only sto the headquarters staff 
and to the men who se^ve the guns, 
all of which are buried in the earth, 
only their muzzles 
protruding. 
For 
the benefit of the gunners the ranges 
of all prominent objects in the front 
have been measured. 
Behind the lines of trenches runs a 
light railroad line, for the purpose of 
bringing up ammunition and food and 
also, if necessary, reinforcements of 
men to any point which might be 
(menaced. 
Further provision for the 
conveyance of reinforcements is at 
hand in the large numbers of automo­ 
biles of all kinds which can make 
the journey speedily I rom any one 
point to another, carrying groups of 
armed men. 
The existing forts also have been 
strengthened, but now only serve as 
supporting points and depots for large 
bodies o f troops resting front their 
trench duty. 
The Parisian delights in making 
Sunday trips to observe the works in­ 
tended for his detense, and although 
he is not permitted to learn many of 
the secrets of the arrangements, he 
has been able to see sufficient to in­ 
spire him w’ith confidence. .

of social reform is apt to spoil the 
income tax. 
Its virtues are fiscal. 
In my opinion, the income tax could 
perform its hest service as a substi­ 
tute for the personal property tax as 
applied to business enterprise. 
The 
loss in modern business is enormous, 
the necessary hazards are great, and 
a strikingly large proportion of con­ 
cerns in some lines constantly totter 
on the brink of bankruptcy. 
To all 
such marginal enterprises the prop­ 
erty tax is remorseless. 
It falls on 
property as much whether it is pro­ 
ductive or unproductive, whether it 
is owned free or heavily enc mi beret!, 
whether it is part of a trustworthy 
but desperate new business venture 
or part of the salvage of a dying con­ 
cern. 
The property tai 
discourages ex­ 
periment, penalizes 
industrial pion­ 
eering, retards production, 
reduces 
supply 
and 
increases 
prices. 
In 
short, it is partly shifted to consum­ 
ers, reduces the amount of wealth to 
he divided and adversely affects the 
d’stribution of what is produced. In 
comparison the 
income 
tax wmests 
little or nothing from the new, the 
experimental 
or 
the 
unfortunate 
business 
enterprise; 
it 
helps 
not 
only the small 
business 
man, 
but 
large concerns in new and hazardous 
undertakings. It 
helps—or abstains 
from burdening—every 
business en­ 
terprise in a bad year. 
“The property tax puts the state 
in the position of a preferred credi­ 
tor and a harsh one. Its dues must 
be paid by tho business man in the- 
development of the 
business, before 
profits are earned, and later wheth­ 
er profits are earned or not. 
The 
income tax, 
however, 
presents the 
state in the attitude of a partner or 
profit-sharer. 
The first attitude is 
rot wholly 
indefensible, 
nor 
alto­ 
gether unfortunate. But with respect 
t" business enterprise it needs to be 
softened by increasing emphasis up­ 
on ability to pay. There is a growl­ 
ing feeling among the operators ani 
owners of public utilities that gov­ 
ernment 
owmership 
is 
inevitable. 
This feeling or movement is meas­ 
urably stimulated bv the rigors of 
the property tax. 
The railroads of 
this country, for instance, are at the 
present paying over 16 per cent of 
their net earnings in taxes, 
and in 
some states the proportion exceeds 
20 per cent If our tax system gave 
greater scope to the 
net 
income
